BLEACHING. 





Written expressly for the JOURNAL by J. H. TIEMANN. 





ARTICLE IL. 


The proper meaning of the term ‘‘ bleach- 
ing,” is to whiten; that is to remove the 
original color, or render colorless, without any 
reference to the means employed, whether 
mechanical or chemical, though it is now cus- 
tomary to designate by this term the action of 
oxydising or de-oxydising chemicals on veget- 
able or animal tissue. If taken in its full 
meaning, the preliminary cleaning and boiling 
of paper stock in alkalies is as really a part of 
the bleaching process, as the subsequent treat- 
ment with chloride of lime or chlorine gas, for 
by this process not only is the fibre subdued 
and softened and put into a fit.state to be 
readily acted on by the chlorine, but a very 
large portion of the coloring matter is removed, 
by entering into combination with the alkalies 
and thus rendered soluble in water. 

Coloring matter, as it is found in vegetable 
fibre, is an.organic compound composed of the 
same elements as the fibre itself, viz.: carbon, 
hydrogen, and oxygen, but combined in dif- 
ferent proportions and of such a nature as to 
be more readily acted on by chemical agents. 
A change in any one of these components, 
causes a change in the whole substance; in 
fact, converting it into an entirely different 
substance having other characteristics. 

Probably the most active and universal agent 


in nature, is oxygen; we find it everywhere; | 


in the air, in water, in all vegetable and 
animal life, and in the minerals; but nowhere 
does it occur naturally in the free state, for 
when freed from any of its combinations by 
the various changes constantly occurring in 
nature, it at once unites with some other body 
to form a new compound. This act of uniting 
or combining with other substances is called 
oxidation or combustion, and the body with 
which it unites is said to be oxidised. Ifa 
piece of pure carbon be heated to redness, it is 
gradually consumed, and leaves no apparent 
trace behind; it has been converted into a new 
substance, which being of a gaseous nature is 
diffused through the atmosphere, the black 
carbon has united with the oxygen of the air, 
and the result is colorless carbonic «cid gas. If 
iron filings are exposed to atmospheric in- 
fluences for a short time, the iron gradually 
disappears, leaving a red powder, the iron has 
combined with oxygen, and oxyde of iron has 
been formed, a substance differing in every 
way from its components. In both these cases 
the bodies have been, as we say, oxidised. 

The earliest known method of bleaching was 
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cause of this action was not known till after 
the discovery of oxygen, after the discovery of 
this substance, and when its characteristics 
became known, there arose a natural desire to 
obtain it in a more concentrated and purer 
state; this stimulated investigation, and in 
1774, Schule discovered a new substance, which 
was afterwards studied by Davy, who first 
made known its true nature in 1810; this new 
substance was chlorine. 

Shortly after its discovery. it was found that 
the carbonated alkalies, potash and soda, in 
solution, absorbed large quantities of chlorine, 
and that it was again set free from these solu- 
tions by the addition of an acid. These liquids 
were called Jawelle water, from the name of 
the place near Paris, where they were first 
made. 

Tennant, of Glasgow, found that lime could 
be advantageously substituted for the alkalies 
in absorbing chlorine, and in 1798, he took out 
a patent for a bleaching liquid prepared by 
passing chlorine gas into milk of lime, and in 
the next year he took ont another patent for a 
bleaching powder, made by passing chlorine 
gas over slackened lime; this soon came into 
general use, and has never since been super- 
ceded as a cheap and convenient way of pre- 
paring chlorine and putting it into a shape in 
which it can be transported with safety. 

Permanganate of potash, is a combination of 
the metal manganese, with oxygen and potash; 
it is made by fusing manganese and potash to- 
gether; this yields a beautiful green mass 
which is dissolved in water, and chlorine gas 
passed through it, when it assumes a fine blood 
red color; it is then allowed to stand and 
crystallize. It is a powerful bleaching agent, 
and owes its property to the facility with 
which it yields up its oxygen in the presence 
of organic substances. 

When sulphur is burned in the air, it com- 
bines with oxygen and forms a gas which is 
readily absorbed by water; this is sulphurous 
acid gas, another powerful bleaching agent, 
which, however, acts in a different manner 
from those already mentioned, for instead of 
parting with its oxygen, it has a strong ten- 
dency to absorb more oxygen from substances 
with which it may come in contact, thus 
changing their natures, and in the case of color- 
ing matters de-oxydising them, as we say, and 
rendering them colorless, 

Chromic acid is another energetic bleaching 
agent; it is a combination of oxygen with the 
metal chromium, found in large quantities 
combined with iron to form chromate of 
iron; this is fused in furnaces with potash, 
and yields the beautiful orange red crystals 
known to commerce as bichromate of potash. 

There are numerous other salts which act as 
bleaching agents, but those already mentioned 
are the most important as relates to our present 
subject. We shall see as we proceed, that 
they all depend upon their relation to oxygen 
in one wiiy or another, for this peculiar prop- 
erty of destroying vegetable color, or in other 
words, these agents furnish us a ready means 
for concentrating and applying to our use the 
oxygen, which is the active agent in all bleach- 
ing processes, in the narrower sense of the 
term, 

Investigators are still busy trying to find

most powerful bleaching agent known, and 
supposed to be simply another form or state of 
oxygen, for the reason that its nature is very 
little understood even by scientific men, and 
we desire in these articles, to place before the 
manufacturer only such subjects as have been 
thoroughly investigated, and may prove service- 
able in the actual production of the mill, and 
therefore confine ourselves to the action of 
oxygen in combination with salts or gases. 








Improvements. 


R. J. Jones, Ellerslie House, Walton, 
Liverpool, Lancaster. Improvements in opera- 
tions and apparatus for drying down waste 
alkaline solutions of extractive matter obtained 
iu preparing vegetable fibrous material for use 
in the manufacture of paper, and in recovering 
therefrom the alkali for re-use, also for utiliz- 
ing the vapors given off during the boiling of 
the vegetable material or the drying down of 
the said solutions. 


John G. Powell, of Philadelphia, has in- 
vented an instrument for opening envelopes, 
cutting paper, etc., consisting of a blade and 
handle, and a pencil sharpener arranged at the 
juction of the two. The instrument may be 
also employed as a paper cutter for severing 
the leaves of books, pamphlets, etc., in which 
case the blade may be longer and less pointed. 


Henry Lightbown, of Pendleton, Great Brit- 
ain, has invented improvements in machinery 
and apparatus for measuring and marking 
lengths of paper-hangings, whereby long strips 
of wall-paper, or paper to be made into wall- 
paper, are automatically measured and marked 
off into sections of suitable length to form the 
usual ‘‘ rolls,” the mechanism being capable of 
adjustment so as to divide the strip into sec- 
tions of any desired length, 


Ferdinand Schoettle, of Philadelphia, has 
invented improvements in shears for cutting 
machines, the main features of which are as 
follows: 1. A spring gauge having a down- 
ward movement in combination with a knife. 
2. A presser, adjustable in combination with the 
vibrating gauge. 3. A vibratory gauge, joined 
to a piece which is provided with hooks or 
catches, in connection with set screws, by 
means of which the gauge can be removed, 


Quite a useful invention has been made by 
Spencer M. Clark, of Washington, for cutting 
paper for telegraphic and other purposes. Dif- 
ficulty has been experienced in obtaining accu- 
rate strips or tibbons of paper wound suf- 
ficiently tight to retain their form as rings 
when transported or handled. These ribbons 
of paper are liable to vary in width, and to be 
loosely rolled; hence, in telegraphic machines, 
they are liable to either clog in the guide- 
trough, or else not remain in proper position. 
The efforts to cut and wind such paper, have 
been very various, but the knives become dull 
rapidly, and the cutting operatior was un- 
certain and costly. By this improvement the 
cutting operation is performed with great 
rapidity and absolute accuracy; the paper is 
wound firmly immediately before the cutting is 
effected, and there is no unusual wear upon the 
the knives tending to make their edges dull. 
































A patent has been taken out for a method of 
applying to wall papers a representation of the 
grain of different kinds of wood, by Archibald 
W. Paull and John H. Ewing, of Wheeling, 
West Virginia. The inventor takes the section 
of wood whose grain is to be simulated, and 
applies thereto plaster or an equivalent sub- 
stance in a plastic state. This gives a suitable 
matrix or mold on which to cast molten gutta- 
percha or other suitable material. With the 
stereotype plate thus formed, an excellent imi- 
tation of the grain of the wood is transferred 
(by the printing process), to paper whose quali- 
ty and dimensions have been previously decided 
upon. Tho most acceptable mode of affecting 
this result now known to the public, consists 
in etching or engraving a surface in correspond- 
ence with the grain of wood to be represented, 
and taking therefrom the stereotype or print- 
ing plate. The new method is less expensive, 
more accurate, and more certain in attaining 
the precise effect desired, at least so the in- 
ventor claims, 


Mr. J. F. Marshall’s apparatus for renewing 
and cleaning ‘‘dandy rollers,” has now been in 
use for some time, and has proved of great 
practical benefit to paper-makers. The appa- 
ratus is very simple; a lever lifts both ends of 
the ‘‘ dandy roll” at the same time, by means 
of a swinging fulcrum which converts the 
rotary into a vertical motion, and the roller is 
lifted with infallible precision in a straight 
line. A gutter is swung automatically benath 
the ‘‘dandy roll” when it is lifted, catching 
and saving all the drip from it. When the 
‘** dandy ” is lowered to its place by means of a 
lever, a nicely adjusted cog gives it at once the 
precise motion of the web, and consequently 
there is not the slightest resistance, and the 
paper moves on the calenders intact. The 
whole thing can be done by a boy, inside of 55 
seconds, whereas it used to take ten minutes 
with the labor of two men, and often caused 
damage to the paper.

Hudson, N. Y., is to be the location for a 
new manufacturing enterprise, to be known as 
the ‘‘Paper Car Wheel Company.” Messrs. 
R. N. Allen & Co., of Brandon, Vt., are the 
patentees of a new car wheel made of com- 
pressed paper, which has now been so far tested 
as to demonstrate its successful superiority 
over iron or wood. The process of manufac- 
ture consists of subjecting paper to an immense 
pressure, and thus filling the entire space be- 
tween the tire and hub of the wheel, when it 
becomes as firm as adamant, without any lia- 
bility to break or decay. These wheels have 
been in use on a Pullman palace-car long 
enough to prove their merit, and it has been 
decided to establish a large manufactory at 
some favorable point. Hudson was chosen, 
and the machine works of R. H. Mitchell & Co, 
have been secured, with adjacent property, for 
the location of the new works. 


The Kankakee, Ill., Gazette contains a de- 
tailed account of the paper mills in that locality, 
from which we make the following extracts: 

‘* When, three years ago, Mr. Geo. W. Mose- 
ley came to Kankakee county and began the 
manufacture of straw board for binders and 
box makers use, the good people of that burg 
had small thought of the proportions to which 
three years would magnify a business with 
seemingly so unimportant a beginning. But 
Mr. Mosely brought with him and infused into 
business a thorough and complete practical 
knowledge of the art of paper-making, a good 
business capacity and an infinite amount of 
will and enterprise, and now Waldron (nee 
Aroma) is the location of two large mills, cap- 
able of turning out 44 tons of first-class wrap- 
ping paper yer day. Last spring Mr. John 
Maxwell joined the enterprise, and the new 
firm immediately commenced the manufactur- 
ing of wrapping paper. Last fall a still greater 
enlargement was demanded by the rapidly in- 
creasing business, and an additional mill with 
double the capacity of the old one was deter- 
mined upon by the energetic proprietors. The 
new mills are known as the Stone Mills, while 
the old retains the original name of Aroma 
Mills. While the mills are distinctive, the 
company is still known as the Aroma Paper 
Company, and controls both establishments. 


The Aroma Mills occupy a wooden structure 
quite ample in dimensions, and conviently ar- 
ranged. The Stone Mills are located in the 
massive stone building immediately opposite, 
erected some years ago by Mr. Beardsley. The 
main structure covers a superficial area of 81x 
57 feet, and is two stories in height, The walls 
are two or three feet in thickness, undoubtedly 
able to stand any strain that will be brought 
to bear upon them. The paper machine stands 
on a stone foundation. The boiler room is 18 
x28; the bleach room 30x30. The tank into 
which the water is pumped to be withdrawn 
for bleaching and drying purposes, is 8 feet 
square, and equals in height the main build- 
ing. The smoke stack is a distinctive feature 
not only of the mills but of the village, It 
looms up to an altitude of 74 feet, creating a 
land mark which cannot well be mistaken. 

The Aroma Paper Company give employ- 
ment to 25 men and 10 girls, and both mills 
together consume 8 tons of rye straw daily. 

The two mills have two 400 Ib. and two 700 
Ib. engines, one 42-inch, and one 68-inch cylin- 
der machines, They make 4} tons daily. They 
have two Dayton wheels,” 
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THE ROCHESTER PAPER COMPANY. 

This company are proprietors of the Genessee 
Paper Mills, at Rochester, N. Y., of which A. M. 
Hastings, Esq., is President and Manager. 
Here they manufacture a very superior quality 
of printing paper. The machinery used is as 
follows: one 72 inches wide, one 62 inches, 
one 40 inches; eight beating engines, 500 each ; 
four washing engines, 300 each; two tubular 
boilers of 60 horse-power; one rotary rag boiler, 
5x20 ft.; three rotary straw boilers, 7x22 ft. ; 
one rotary straw bleaching boiler, 5x18 ft. 
The machinery is run by four Leffel Turbine 
wheels, and as the water power is constant 
they run all the year round. The water used 
in the mill is obtained from the river by means 
of powerful Holly rotary pumps, which pump 
the water into a reservoir, 200 feet square and 
15 feet deep, on the bluff, 100 feet above the 
mills, where the water is filtered before being 
drawn for use. They manufacture about 5 tons 
of white printing paper per day, Sixty hands 
are employed here, and the mills run night and 
day. Connected with the mill are complete 
machine shops. They use chilled rolls for extra 
surfacing, and have every modern facility for 
finishing the paper they make. 

Also connected with the mills are the ‘‘Ames” 
wood pulp works, operated by Gustavus Ames, 
Esq. The machines used are very ingenious 
and are Mr, Ames’ own invention, and are for 
crushing dry wood into pulp, part of which 
stock is used by the paper company, and the 
remainder is shipped to other mills through 
country. The grinding cylinders for these 
machines are of the best steel, with a file cut 
surface, fine and coarse as preferred, which 
give 700 revolutions per minute, and crush into 
fine pulp from 1,200 to 1,500 lbs. of best wood 
per diem with not to exceed 35 horse-power 
per machine. These machines have steam 
presses which hold the wood to the surface of 
reducing cylinder at will. These machines do 
the work of 30 men, The wood used has the 
bark taken off, and cut into lengths of 14 inches 
and then fed into the machines, which will 
rind up from 4 to 5 cords of wood each day. 
Mr, Ames has also invented a first-rate box for 
preventing the noise occasioned by wet ma- 
chines; this box is 18x18 inches, and 32 inches 
high, inside of which the cams are run that 
give motion to the screen plates; the step at- 
tached to the screen plates sits on the top of 
the cams which is filled with tar, and this ar- 
rangement and composition prevents all noise 
and wear. The mills and works are beauti- 
fully situated below the lower falls on the

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HOLYOKE. 


From a long article in the Springfield Union, 
on the history and present condition of Hol- 
yoke, we make the following extracts: 

Up to 1831, nothing had been dene to im- 
prove this immense water power at Holyoke, 
running <? waste as the Yankee said of Niag- 
ara, beyond building one or two grist and saw 
mills on the east bank, but the. attention of 
manufacturers began to be turned this way, 
and in that year the Hadley Falls Company 
was formed, and a small cotton mill erected. 
The amount of water in the river in the dryest 
season was gauged and found to be 6,000 cubic 
feet per second or 30,000 horse power. Allow- 
ing one-third for the difference in the seasons, 
waste, etc., there was still 20,000 horse or 300 
mill power, equal to the combined facilities of 
Lowell, Lawrence, and Manchester. 

In 1847, the Hadley Falls Water Powex Com- 
pany was formed, with a capital of $2,000,000, 
and built a dam which was finished Nov. 19, 
1869. The great gates were closed at 2 p, m. 
that day. The event had been heralded far 
and wide, and thousands came from the sur- 
rounding country to witness this triumph of 
engineering skill. As the water in the pond 
above steadily rose, and the pressure on the 
dam became greater, one of the bystanders 
timidly said to the builder: ‘‘ Do you think 
it will stand?” ‘*God Almighty can’t tear it 
up!” was the response; but hardly had the 
words escaped his lips before there was a 
thundering crash, a rush of many waters, and 
the dam, torn from its foundation, was dash- 
ing piecemeal over the falls. Among the spec- 
tators was an old farmer not overburdened 
with this world’s goods, who had invested 
several hundred dollars in the stock of the 
new company. As the last of the logs went 
tumbling down, he heaved a sigh and said: 
‘* Well, some of that property was mine, but it 
was worth it to see it go.” The summer's 
work had been all for nought; but the com- 
pany was not disheartened, and another dam 
was built on an improved plan, and finished 
October 22, 1849. This has since been strength- 
ened at a cost of $200,000, and it is now one 
of the most stable in the world, being 1,109 
feet long, and 30 feet high. Three canals, 
called respectively the ‘‘ upper level,” ‘‘ second 
level,” and ‘‘ lower level,” have been con- 
structed. The upper level canal takes the 
water from the south-west part of the pond 
near the dam, by a 60 rod section and 20 feet 
fall. It is now about two-thirds of a mile in 
length, and will be extended to a full mile as 
needed. About 200 men have been at work on 
the extension the past winter. One thousand 
feet from the head of the upper canal, the mid- 
dle one branches of from the head of the upper 
canal, the middle one branches off from it by 
means of a 25 rod section and 21 feet overfall. 
This canal is to be the same length as the up- 
per one, The lower level canal branches off 
the middle one about 450 feet from the head 
of the latter, and through a section and over- 
fall of the same size as-that connecting the 
upper and middle canals. Only a portion of 
the lower level canal is finished, and the water 
will be let in during the coming summer. It 
will thus be seen that the water is useed three 
times, each with a fall of 20 or 25 feet. 

The Holyoke Water Power Company, was 
organized in 1859, with Alfred Smith as Presi- 
dent; and 8, 8. Chase, Treasurer and Agent. 
Since Mr. Smith’s death, Mr. George M. Bar- 
tholomew, of Hartford, has been made presi- 
dent. The Company has spent $1,750,000 for 
improvements, and the property now on its 
hands cannot be less than $5,000,000. Although 
it has sold so many mill sites, the amount of 
water now unimproved is over 20,000 horse 
power, When a mill-site is sold, the purchase 
always includes sufficient land for a counting- 
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room, boarding-houses, etc., which are all re- 
quired to be of some other material than wood. 
Prices vary greatly according to the location: 
on the upper canal, which has 20 feet fall, a 
good site would probably cost $50,000 or 
$60,000; the price of one on the second level 
canal, which is only 12 feet fall, would be 
somewhat less; while on the lower level, which 
has from 25 to 30 feet fall, but where there is 
sometimes danger of back water, mill-sites can 
be had from $18,000 to $30,000. 

THE MANUFACTURES OF THR Town.—Al- 
ways first in a sketch of Holyoke industries, 
comes its paper mills, which are 14 in number, 
with a nominal capital stock of $1,500,000; a 
daily product of 40 tons, 30 of which is fine 
writing paper; and give employment to 2,000 
opefatives. The oldest is the Parsons Paper 
Company, of which Mr. J. C. Parsons was the 
founder, and which was started in 1858 for the 
manufacture of fine writing and envelope pa- 
per. Its nominal eapital is now $60,000, The 
other companies are the Holyoke, fine writing, 
established in 1857, capital, $300,000; Whiting, 
fine writing, two mills, established in 1855 and 
1871, capital, $100,000; Hampden, fine writing 
and envelope, established in 1864, capital, 
$60,000; Valley, fine writing and envelope, 
established 1866, capital $125,000; Riverside, 
writing and envelope, 1866, capital, $100,000; 
Frankiin, collar and cloth faced, 1866, capital, 
$60,000; Albion, 1869, collar and cloth faced, 
capital, $60,000; Union, collar and fine writ- 
ing, 1870, capital, $200,000; Crocker, collar, 
book, and news, 1871, capital, $60,000; Felton, 
manilla, news, and book, 1871, $50,000; Beebe 
& Holbrook, formerly Hampton, fine writing, 
1873, capital, $100,000; Massasoit, fine writing, 
1872, capital, $300,000. The Warren Paper 
Company has recently been organized, with a 
capital of $150,000, but nothing has yet been 
done in the way of manufacture. The capital 
given above are all nominal, and give but a 
small idea of the amount of business done by 
the mills. One company, whose capital is 
given at $60,000, probably employs over a mil- 
lion in its business. D, H. & J. ©. Newton, 
are also finishing off a fine new mill on the 
lower level canal, near the railroad bridge 
across the Connecticut. The power for Wig- 
gin & Flagg’s mill, located on the west side of 
the upper level canal, is furnished by wire 
cable extending from the Massasoit Paper 
Mill opposite. The Newton Brothers have con- 
tributed largely to the property of the town by 
building and selling mills.” bio 

PAPER MACHINE MAKERS. 
0. E, MERRILL & CO. 

This firm, who manufacture paper ma- 
chinery of all kinds at Beloit, Wis., have just 
finished an order for vats, presses, etc., for 
Brownell & Miller, St. Charles, Ill., making 
(with work done for them last fall), an entire 
new machine for this the first mill in the north- 
west. They have completed and are awaiting 
shipment, a 50-inch machine for Steinburg & 
Oertel, Weyamoega, Wis., intended for making 
wrapping and print. They are now at woyk on 
a 72-inch machine, and four 36x36 engines for 
the Adrian Paper Company, Adrian, Mich., 
running a 62-inch machine and three engines 
made for them last season. They have under 
contract, a 68-inch machine and three 36x36 
engines for the Kankakee Paper Company, 
Kankakee, Ill.; this.is a new company, and 
expects to be ready to make paper by June 15. 
They have also under contract to be completed 
Sept. Ist, a 68-inch machine for Orton Bros., 
Tyndon, Ill. ; this is @ new mill, on a new and 
very fine water power, on Rock river, in White- 
sides County. . These are all their present con- 
tracts, but they have a number of inquiries for 
machinery, and a prospect of a very large busi- 
ness in paper machinery this season. 


THE UNION MACHINE COMPANY. 

This company make a specialty of building 
all kinds of paper machinery, at Fitchburgh, 
Mass. The company was organized in 1867; 
and their present capital is $65,000. They em- 
ploy at the present time, about 60 men. The 
officers are as follows: F. Sheldon, President; 
Geo. F. Fay, Treasurer; 8. 8S. Dow, Superin- 
tendent. They have at the presgnt time just 
completed a 72-inch Bounizinien \nasbian for 
the Kalamazoo Paper Company, 8. A. Gibson, 
Superintendent, of Kalamazoo, Michigan; also 
furnished them for 500 Ib. engines, with 36- 
inch rolls; this company have also just put 
into their mill, one of the Gould patent beat- 
ing engines, made by Stanwood, Tower & Co., 
Gardiner, Me. The mil] of the Kalamazoo Paper 
Company was burned in Nov., 1872, and they are 
now re-building the same, and making an ad- 
dition so as to run two Fourdrinier machines. 
They are expecting to have their mill ready to 
run by the Ist of May. They make book and 
news. They have also nearly completed a 64- 
inch double cylinder machine, with six 36-inch 
dryers, for G. M. Hazen & Son, of Knoxville, 
Tenn.; they make manilla only. In addition 
they have orders on their books for a 54-inch 
Fourdrinier machine, also a 76-inch machine, 
and have nearly completed a contract with a 
paity in Canada, for the complete machinery 
for aleather board mill. On the Ist of January 
last, they delivered tothe Rockingham Paper 
Company, of Bellows Falls, Vt., a 62-inch 
engine for making manilla paper. The com- 
pany make a specialty of their patent bleach 
tub, which is used by all the paper mills in 
the vicinity of Fitchburg. 





Coghlan & Mullin, the proprietors of the 
Holyoke Steam Boiler Works, are about to 
erect a large addition to their manufactcry, on 
land recently purchased by them on Mechanic 
street, for $16,000. Their capital stock is 
$90,000, and it is all needed to meet the steady 
increasing demand of their business. Increased 
power has just been added to their works, and 
the company enters on its fourth year at Hol- 
yoke with every prospect of a brilliant future, 
Among the boilers which they are now building 
are those of the Collins, Massasoit, and Laflin 
Paper Companies, and the Lyman Mills, 


The business now earried on by Rice, Barton 
& Fales, Iron and Machine Company, in Wor- 
cester Mass,, was begun more than 50 years.ago 
by Henry P. Howe, and has changed hands 
several times since. The present corporation 
was formed in 1867, their large foundry being 
built during that year. Their principal busi- 
ness is the building of paper and calico printing 
machinery, which is sold in all parts of this 
country as well as in England, Cuba, Mexico, 
and South America, They employ 100 hands, 


and their machinery is run by an engine of 50 
horse power,

PAPER PARCHMENT, 


Paper parchment possesses in most of its prop- 
erties, such an analagy with animal membrane, 
that it has been rightly called vegetable parch- 
ment. It is produced by the action of sulphuric 
acid, or a solution of chloride of zine on unsized 
paper. If sulphuric acid is used, the most con- 
venient solution is the following: one kilogr. of 
English sulphuric acid (concentrated), and 124 gr. 
of water. In this acid, the paper is dipped so that 
it may be uniformly moistened on both sides. The 
time that it-remains under the action of the acid, 
depends on its quality, To make the trans- 
formation complete, the paper ougut to be in the 
solution from five to twenty seconds, When the 
acid has acted sufficiently long, the paper is put 
in cold water, then into diluted ammonia, and then 
again, into water, inorder to extract all the acid 
and todry it. W hen} iper parehment dries spon- 


taneously it ts eriep and ooks Maat. roe 
this inconvenience, a steam engine passes the 
paper ‘at first through a vat containing the su!- 
phuric acid, then through water of ammonia, and 
again through water, and at last it is placed on a 
roll of 2loth in order to absorb the water. It is 
then pressed and glossed on polished and heated 
cylinders, If well prepared, it should possess the 
same color and clearness as animal parchment, It 
is also modified in its structure, the fibres being 
hardened and at the point of cohesion supple, etc. 
It should also hold water. Dipped in water it 
becomes soft and flexible, but without losing any 
of its solidity. Paper parchment is useful in 
different ways, for diplomas, doeuments, and other 
papers of value for preservation. Compared with 
ordinary parchment, the paper parchment pos- 
sesses this other advantage that it is much less 
exposed to the attacks of insects. Writings can 
not be easily effaced from it, or replaced by others, 
This prevents forging. The solidity and unchang- 
ability of paper parchment renders it particularly 
useful for the execution of architectural plans 
and designs, such as are exposed to dampness. 
It can be employed for the binding of books, or 
for printing books, paste-board, etc,, destined 
for the use of sehools ; also to cover jars contain- 
ing preserved fruits, to unite parts of distilling 
apparatus, as well as to make intestines for arti- 
ficial sausages. In surgery it is employed in 
place of linen, waxed cloth, and gutta percha, for 
dressing wounds which have a fetid supperation.

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As a result of the eleven weeks’ strike in the 
building trade in New York, last summer, it is 
estimated that the building operations during 
a period of twenty-seven months were lessened 
to the extent of over twelve million dollars 
from the figures for the same period during 
the previous year, while there is now but one- 
fifth the amount of first class work to be car- 
ried over into spring, of that done last year, 
and to employ the same number of men and 
they to average the same quantity of labor as 
they did in 1872, there is not 44 hours’ work 
per day this season, for each man employed in 
the building trade. Yet, even this heavy price 
is worth paying, if it will bring about arbitra- 
tion or some other substitutes for strikes as a 
means of settling trade disputes.

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ENGLISH PAPER TRADE STATIS- 
TICS. 

Mr. Samuel McCaul, Secretary of the 
English Paper-makers’ Association, as we 
lately announced, has been collecting statis 
ties of the paper trade in Great Britain, in 
order to inform the members of the Associa- 
tion as to the relative state of the supply 
and demand in the several branches of the 
trade. Mr. McCaul aims to become acquaint 


ed with the producing power of the country, 


the average annual ont-turn, and also 


the prices charged by the various manufac- 
turers, in order that he may be able to com 
municate, from time to time, to makers the 
average market prices of the various classes 
of paper. 

He states in a published communication: 


“It is, no doubt, impossible to fix prices 
arbitrarily without interfering wit! the laws 
of supply and demand; but, hitherto, makers 
have been compelled to ascertain the rela- 
tive proportions of the supply and demand 
in their trade, by an experience which has 
coine too late or too unecertainly to enable 
them to regulate their prices accordingly. 
Hence the underselling at various prices 
which has brought the isade to its present 
critical position. It is my wish, no less than | 
my duty, to remedy this state of things it 
possible; but, if I am to do so, I must be 
supplied with the statistics for which I have 
asked.”

THE LAST WORD ON THE RAIL- 
ROAD PROBLEM. 


The conclusions of the Massachusetts 
Board of Railroad Commissioners in respect 
to the future of railroads in this country, are 
set forth in their last annual report, and com- 
ing from so high an authority deserve careful 
attention. They observe firstly, that as the 
connection of each railroad system with the 
government of the country to which it be- 
longs, insensibly partakes of the character- 
istics of the institgtions and pecple of that 
country, it is therefore, hazardous to sup- 
pose that the United States could success- | 
folly adopt the essential features of either 
the English or Continental railroad systems, 
without also adopting its institutions and 
government as well. 

Secondly, the commissioners have doubts 
if either the Continental or the British Rail- 
road system posseses advantages over that 
of this country. 


* Theoretically, the Continental railroads 
may work with somewhat less friction ; but, 
looking at the grand results accomplished, 
the rapid progress of development, the 
energy and economy of management and the | 
sum of the services rendered to the public, 
and it is not clear that the individual cor- 
porate Sysiems of either this country or 
Great Britain, however irresponsible, crude, 
or chaotic they may appear, huve proved 
less serviceablo than those of the other 
countries described.”

The French binders surpass all others. The | 
German work is simply miserable, while that 
of England is substantial and honest. 

The difference between an American bound- | 
book and one done abroad is very marked, 
and the superiocity of the latter is apparent | 
even to an ordinary observer. There is a firm- 
ness and solidity about foreign books, due to 
the superior quality and seasoning of the 
boards used, as well as to the latter having been 
thoroughly hammered by hand, which is not | 
common in American work. 

The difference between the quality of foreign | 
and American binding may be judged from the | 
simple fact, that Euglish boards are worth about | 
$160 per ton, whereas those used by our binders 
sell at from $90 to $100. The former are 
made of the best stock, consisting of old tarred | 
rope, shakings, eto., and they are thoroughly | 
seasoned, while our own boards are neither so | 
well made nor‘half dried. 

American manufacturers of boards, however 
assert that if the same prices were given for 
their work as for English boards, they would | 
soon equal the latter in quality. 

American binders excel in work suited for 
the popular needs, and their cloth binding in 
particular is better and more durable than any | 
turned out abroad. School books are also well | 

made here, as the large demand for that class 


of literature in the United States has stimu- | 


lated improvement in that line. 
In England the theory is that cloth binding 


is only for temporary use, and that all works books in illustration is worthy of note. The |
